Former Hongkong Editor's 
, Thrilling Experiences.

‘Tontenep by Bis Cartons, 

Mr Angus Hamilton, who a few years 
ago was Editor of the ‘South China 
Morning Post,” hasjust returned to London , 
and narrated hiv thrilling experiences at 
the froat when he was captured. He was 
acting as war correspondent with the Turks 
fur the Central News, when he happened 
uccidetitally to ride into the Bulgazian 
Y'nes, and was takeapeisoner. His story 
is i> 
“Thad been captured between ten and 
eieven.in the morning, and about two J 
wns led past the halting-place of the offi- 


beers of the 30th Infantry, where I was}, 


stopped and questioned, The escort’s 
‘explanation that I was being taken to. th® 
quartier-general by Geueral Popofi’s 
orders was. nob sufficient for tho colonel 
commanding, who ordered me to dis: 
mount. * 

“ Before I could comply, 1 was seis - ia hy 
a oumber of people ‘and dragged from my 
horse, a revolver waa held to my face, a 
sword to my*throat, and .my arms were 
twisted behind my back. I was again 
‘searched, and asked for my revolver and 
papers. Everything I poysersed was taken 
from me, the colonel himself going through 
my pockets, with adelicscy which suggested 
thet T might bave heen a thief caught red~ 


handed in the act of committing somo | 


crime. 
“The conversstion was pointed and 


"personel, and was conducted in French, 


German, and English. 1 was ‘called upon 
to explain what my papers mesnt, what 
various poncil-marks on the map which I 
carried indicated, and why 1 was wearing 
Turkish uniform. I explathed that I was 
not wearing ‘urkish uniform, bus the 
ordinary shootiag kit ‘of an Englishman, 
but this protest elicited nothing more 
satisfactory than a tightening of the rupes 
on my aris, : 

“in vERIL oF oY Life.” 


“When this little scene had continued 


that 1 was in. peril of my life, and that if 
T attempted to yet away I would he shot: 


wy knees were strapped tu the aaddle, and
